Mr-Gaiser said that his organi¬ 
zation is still receiving evacuees 
in refugee camps.located in Azraq

Mr Gaiser said that his organi¬ 
zation, which is funded by grants 
from private corporations and in 
dividuals, along with other non 
governmental organizations is fo¬ 
cusing now on helping an estimat¬ 
ed 300,000 Jordanians who have

JTA now plans to open a rep¬ 
resentative office in Jakarta as 
post-Gulf War exports pick up 
and interest is renewed in new 
markets. Indonesia, which is a 
free market, can offer Jordan 
natural rubber, ply wood, tea, 
fish and vegetable and palm oils 
among other things, according to 
JTA. 

The Soviet Union is undergo¬ 
ing a stage of legal reformation 
where old laws are being re¬ 
placed with new ones. But the 
market remains a centralized 
one, with business done through 
semi-govemmental agencies, 
which prefer barter deals to cash 
payments, especially that Jordan 
owes the Soviet Union millions 
of dollars in military and other 
debts. 

The barter principle creates 
many problems for Jordanian ex¬ 
porters. For one, the products 
which the Russians offer in re¬ 
turn for Jordanian goods are 
mostly ones which Jordan does 
not need, says Abu Rahmeh. 
"Quality goods, they sell for US 
dollars in the open market.”

The company is jointly owned 
by the Federation of Jordanian 
Chambers of Commerce in Jor¬ 
dan, the Housing Bank, Arab- 
Jordan Investment Bank, the 
Chamber of Industry, the Jordan 
Technological Group (JTG) and 
the Jordan Trade Centers. The 
company has invested a total of 
$55,000 until now. Its annual 
membership fee at the New 
York-based World Trade Center 
is estimated at $5000. 

Jordanian members of the 
AWTC will have to pay an annu¬ 
al membership fee of between 
JD 200 to JD 250. They will re¬ 
ceive any kind of information re¬ 
lated to export opportunities, 
business addresses, trade fairs 
and exhibitions and others 
through facsimile or via a com¬ 
puter screen with on-line infor¬ 
mation. "We need at least 300 
members to start with," Mr As- 
four said. ■ 
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government contacts are still go¬ 
ing on. JTA has decided to pene¬ 
trate through a different direc¬ 
tion. It opened a permanent 
office in Moscow few weeks 
ago, and is negotiating with a 
"private Arab-Soviet trading 
company" to see the possibilities 
of doing business outside the 
protocol through "three-way bar¬ 
ter." This approach, which is be¬ 
ing done in the Soviet Union all 
the time, means that Jordan can 
sell products to the Soviet Union 
through a third party, who re¬ 
ceives the unwarned barter pay¬ 
ment, sells it to someone who 
needs it for cash (or barter) and 
pay the Jordanian party either 
cash or goods. 

In spite of these difficulties, 
JTA believes that the Soviet 
market remains a lucrative one 
for Jordanian exporters. "The 
Soviets are interested in every¬ 
thing we've got from medicines 
to paints, from tooth pastes to 
shampoos, 1 ' says Abu Rahmeh. 
"I think the Soviet Union will as¬ 
sume alarge share of our exports 
in the future." 

Iran is a mixed market You 
can do business with the govern- 1 
ment or with the private sector. 
But it is a market which has 
been an alien to us for almost a 
decade, Previously, the Iranians 
were buying Jordanian lemons 
and oranges, but the potential of 
the Iranian market is great, ac¬ 
cording to JTA. Information at 
this stage is scarce, but Mir Abu 
Rahmeh says that from their ex- '

The regional dimension 

If Arab economic integration were a 
mirage before the Gulf crisis, the war has 
made it a dream that may never come true. 
The hard reality in the Arab world is that 
we have set a course which is opposite in 
direction to economic integration. The 
main unfortunate problem is that in the 
Arab world, economics are a result of pol¬ 
itics rather than vice versa. Due to politi¬ 
cal tensions and whims beLween two Arab 
countries, we see a ban on exports from 
one to the other, one country's labour 
force is expelled from the other. And quite 
simply, unless economics are separated 
from politics, and the latter becomes a re¬ 
sult of the former, Arab economic integra¬ 
tion will remain an unattainable goal. 

Arab economic interest is an issue that 
surpasses in importance any other issue, 
and unless we make it immune to political 
tremors, it will never become a reality. 

Arab economic integration and the ef¬ 
fects of the Gulf crisis are very important 


It seems that all the facilities and guar¬ 
antees given by Arab countries to Arab in¬ 
vestments are not even considered or giv¬ 
en any thought at all. One cannot discuss 
Arab capital or the surplus within the 
Arab oil-producing countries without be¬ 
ing disappointed to see billions of dollars 
being paid to finance a war, while aid ex¬ 
tended to sister Arab countries dwindles 
lo nothing. Moreover, the chances that 
Jordanianlabour may still be in demand in 
other Arab countries, has, unfortunately, 
decreased to an all time low. 

The local dimension 

The difficulties being faced by the Jor¬ 
danian economy, and the results of the 
Gulf crisis, dictate a reconsideration of 
our economic policies, and a redirection 
of Its heading. In this respect, the follow¬ 
ing points are of vital importance: 

a — Jordanian economic growth strate¬ 
gies must concentrate on direct produc¬ 
tion, and to elevate this sector to its proper 
level in . relation to the Gross National 
Product (GNP). Strengthening of the pro¬ 
duction sector forms the basis of strength¬ 
ening our national economy. 

b — The public sector plays an impor¬ 
tant role in the shaping of economic 
growth strategies. What is required is an 
exact definition of this role and its direct 
effect on the economy, in addition to its 


issues indeed, but equally important is the effects on all economic activities as they 
question of Arab investments in Arab relate to the shaping of the role of the pn- 


nomic activity. Enhancing its role and lift¬ 
ing obstacles that may hinder its move¬ 
ment is a very important issue. 

— The national capital and savings are 
sufficient to provide the necessary financ¬ 
ing for investments. The question is how 
can these savings and this capital be re¬ 
leased and converted into real invest¬ 
ments? 

— Direct production sectors are essen¬ 
tial in strengthening the base of the nation¬ 
al economy. Industry and agriculture form 
the foundation of this base and of these 
sectors. 

— The roots of the current economic 
crisis stem from the fact that there exists 
no economic equilibrium, internally or ex¬ 
ternally, which creates an imbalance in the 
national economy. So, a strengthening of 
the external balance of payments by in¬ 
creasing exports of goods and services is 
exceedingly important, and just as impor¬ 
tant is reducing the deficit in the General 
Budget. 

— Unemployment is a fundamental 
problem. Overcoming the problem can 
only be achieved through a long-term plan 
that takes into consideration all aspects of 
strengthening the national economy, in¬ 
cluding behavioral tendencies of the la¬ 
bour force, academic, professional and vo¬ 
cational training to fill the necessary 
positions, as well as the social ramifica¬ 
tions of the labour markeL. 

d — The consumption patterns in Jor¬ 
dan are out of phase with the production 
trends. There exists a dire need for proper 
channels that will regulate consumption 
and rid the country of the state of con¬ 
sumption chaos that presently exists. A 
regulation of government spending, cou¬ 
pled with an organized indirect tax struc¬ 
ture should result in redirecting consump¬ 
tion away from "Demonstration Effect" 

e — National Savings are the natural 
source for financing investments and an 
indication of the consumption volume and 
its effects on the National Income. There¬ 
fore, converting these savings into real in¬ 
vestments is an essential and very impor¬ 
tant goal dictated by the requirement of a 
healthier national economy. 

• f — Increasing exports of goods and 
services as rapidly as possible is an essen¬ 
tial factor contributing to the external 
equilibrium and leading to general eco¬ 
nomic equilibrium. Work in this direction 
dictates the formation of institution whose 
primary role would be the encouragement 
of exports by helping to explore market 
potential and working towards penetrating 
new markets. Such institution will also aid 
in establishing mutually beneficial rela¬ 
tionships between Jordanian and foreign 
companies through the Federation of Jor¬ 
danian Chambers of Commerce and the 
Amman Chamber of Industry, to facilitate 
communication and exchanges of trade 
delegations and other commercial activi¬ 
ties. 

g — We extend our unequivocal support 
for His Majesty King Hussein and His 
Royal Highness the Crown Prince, for all 
the extensive efforts they have expended 
with a view towards finding an Arab solu¬ 
tion to the Gulf crisis.

ITS BEEN sometime since 1 last took a stroll in the narrow 
streets of downtown. In fact, it has been many years ago. I had 
nothing to do and I was bored. My business and the life I lead 
had changed my "traffic” habits and deprived me from visiting 
that beating heart of Amman for almost ten years. Imagine. A 
decade of total detachment from that part of my city where I first 
started in the bookshop business. 

Last week I ended my boycott and found myself waving one of 
those 1966 Mercedes "service" taxis as it slithered down the road 
from Abdali bus terminal to downtown. 

Sitting in that struggling automobile, it reminded me of myself. 
The old days when my whole movement about the town was 
carefully planned in accordance with bus and service routes. I 
could not afford taxis then for understandable reasons. 1 was 
young and poor. The only life I knew was that of downtown Am¬ 
man, where money could be made and dreams come true. 

As the old Mercedes continued its descent into the heart of the 
city, memories were coming back to me. That narrow street used 
to lead to my old school, and next to it, where Abu Ibrahim's tea 
comer stood, now stands a modem fashions boutique. 1 fell alive 
as streams of memories ran through my mind; It is strange that 
some seemingly unimportant images of the past Unger in one's 
mind for years only to be suddenly recalled at a moment's notice. 

I was dropped by the Mercedes with the coughing engine few 
metres from an ancient bookstore, where I received my first wag¬ 
es. The old man who hired me 25 years ago was long dead. The 
business is run by his son who couldn't possibly remember me. 

I glanced at newspaper and magazine covers for a while and 
then let my feet cany me up the stairs to the antiquated coffee 
house in the second floor of a building overlooking downtown's 
center. There, I ordered a cup of tea and gazed at the cinema bill 
boards on the facing buildings. 

I contemplated for a while and then continued my journey into 
the labyrinths of Amman’s old town. 

I could barely recognize some of the smaller street branching 
here and there from the city's center. But my memory assisted me 
a number of times. The old vegetable market was almost the 
same and next to it were the whole sale alleys where we used to 
buy sacks of sugar, wheat and chick peas. 

1 had walked for more than two kilometers. My 
were aching. But I was happy as a child. I kept 
how I had managed to stay away from this part of i 
such a long time. I had started here a long tune ago 
God, I had made something for myself. 

Now I can afford to leave downtown in a taxi, and so 1 did. Sit¬ 
ting in the back scat, looking at the mountains of concrete poised 
over Amman, we drove away.
